In. an interview the ¢ap- 
tain informed a journalist that by the 
adoption of this latest invention thero 
would be no difficulty in a veescl of the 
size of the Titenie,carrying 120 lifeboats, 
28ft. tong by.

With the 
smaller number these‘boats would account| 
for 3,600 souls, - F 
The captain stated thesé- boats could 
be rafely. swing out in about a minute 
when filed with passengers. Only two 
men are required tu swing the boat out, 
and another to get her clear., As soon 
as. the boat touches the sea a small sca 
anchor ig put out, which keeps her riding 
head tovsea, so that boatload after boat- 
load of people, with only one. man. in 
charge of each, can be put out from a 
sinking . ship.

THE TRADE’ OF. PAKHOL- 
THE EFFECTS OF THE 
“ REVOLUTION. 

The British Consular Report on ‘the 
Trade of Pakboi in-1911 isto hand: The | 
report this year is by Mr. G. 8. Moss, 
Assistant: in the Consular Service. We 
muke the following extracta.:— 
‘In spite of the'.quarantine declared 
ogainst the port: by Hongkong from May 
18th tu July Sth, the trade of Pakhoi far 
1911 promised ty be sumewhat better than 
the average when the revolution upset all 
calculations. The political upheaval was 
undoubtedly a moat popular one, but the 
withdrawal of the formor officials found
